There is no 
known photo of him. Perhaps you saw a drawing 
made to simulate a photo. 

Jesse James : the greatest train robber and 
bandit of them all, a fast gunman, handsome, and 
still revered around the Kansas and Missouri 
border country. Photos of him can be seen in 
"Desperate Men" oy Horanat your local library, 
and In "Jesse James" by Homer Croy. 

Tim Holt is a real cowboy, owning his own 
ranch — and part-owner of a rodeo. 

Wild Bill Hickok: the fastest gunfighler and 
the best shot of alf western sheriffs, marshals 
or badmen. Must have killed more than two 
hundred men, if we Include his Civil War sen/ice. 
He used a Colt .45 Peace maker . A very handsome 
man, tall and with yellow hair and blue eyes. He 
was married. Wild Bill Hickok did NOT kill the 
parents of Jack McCall, the man who shot him in 
the back. 



Jesae James was married, very happily. Bil ly 
thelOd was never married, though It is laid a 
loTbTKirlswere in lovewith him. 

Jesse James is supposed to have had a hideout 
near Bowline Green, Kentucky.

The moat dangerous tribes of Indians were the 
Sioux and Gheyennes . Both these nations were 
warlike, cleverj and composed of splendid 
lighting men. The only defeat ever inflicted on 
a United States army by Indians (the CttSter 
massacre) was at the hands ol united Sioux and 
Cheyennes, under Sitting Bull, Crasy Horse and 
Rain-in-the-Faee. 

The Apaches were good fijhtinj men,but-they 
mostly fought a game of hide -a no -seek. They 
knew the southwest roc It outcropping sand desert 
country, and they could elude large numbers of 
cavalry eent against them. They never engaged 
in open battle, as did the Sioux and Cheyenne, 

TheNez Perce , under theirgreat leader, Chief 
Joseph, fought a magnificent running battle with 
three different armies of the United States. 
Greatly outnumbered, they smashed their way 
through army aftBr army, and only lost out on 
their run intoCanada when winter coldand famine 
did what bullets could not do, 

Missouri Indians were a branch of the Sioux. 
They inhabited the upper portion of the slate after 
which they are named. Today, they live on the 
Oto Reservation In Oklahoma. However, since 
there were fewer than fifteen of these Indians 
living in 19l0.it may be that they are now extinct. 

Indians took very good rare of their hordes, 
for horses were their wealth, especially with the 
Plains Indians. They needed the horse to hunt 
the buffalo, and they needed the buffalo to live at 
all. In winter, they pastured them in sheltered 
valleys. 

Loco Is a synonym for crazy , used by 
i rr.ers. It uerives its name from the loco- 
weed. When horses or cattle eat the locoweed 
they go wild, or crazy. 

Indians filled their hide quivers full of arrows 
when they went on the warpath. These arrows 
were maa> from willow -shoot stalks, or from 
the sulks of theser/iceberry. Their oows were 
made mostly of red cedar, hicsory, or Qsajc 
orangewood. 

The Indians gave the locomotive "the name 
"iron horse". They had no name for train or 
engine, and so Ihey called it by the term most 
expressive to them. It did the work of a horse, 
and it was made of iron. I think the term is 
colorful, don't you?

The ears are 
gripped and held down, which seemingly 
paralyses the bronc long enough for the rider to 
swing up Into the saddle.

Some of the more modern 
horses are Fury, Champion, Lightning, Trigger 
and Silver. 

There still are a few oands of wild horses 
roaming the badlands in Utah.
